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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  BERKLEY 

for  1945 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  the  Town  of  Berkley 
has  continued  to  increase  in  financial  strength  through  1945. 
While  the  Town  has  no  funded  debt,  the  Treasurer’s  report 
shows  a balance  of  $31,727.39  in  surplus  revenue  with  $11,- 
500.00  uncollected  taxes.  In  addition,  the  Town  has  one 
$10,000.00  Government  bond.  We  doubt  if  the  Town  has 
ever  been  in  a stronger  financial  position  than  at  the  present 
time  and  we  sincerely  hope  it  will  remain  so. 

In  regard  to  appropriations  for  the  current  year,  it  would 
seem  that  all  departments  are  anxious  to  increase  their  appro- 
priations. While  it  may  be  and  is  necessary  in  some  depart- 
ments, care  should  be  taken  at  the  annual  Business  Meeting 
to  keep  appropriations  within  reasonable  bounds ; otherwise  a 
noticeable  increase  in  the  tax  rate  will  result. 

We  do  not  approve,  at  this  time,  the  use  of  surplus 
revenue  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  the  tax  rate  as  we*  are 
of  the  opinion  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  be  called  upon 
for  much  larger  expenditures  in  welfare  costs.  At  such  time 
surplus  revenue  may  be  used  to  keep  the  tax  rate  at  reason- 
able figures. 

This  year  the  Town  is  called  upon  to  provide  $8,000.00  as 
our  share  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  work  on  Padelford 
Street,  the  State  having  allotted  $16,000.00  and  the  County 
$8,000.00  for  this  work.  We  hope  this  will  be  approved  by 
the  voters  of  the  Town.  We  recommend  a part  of  this  sum  be 
transferred  from  surplus  revenue.  The  building  of  this  street 
will  greatly  improve  our  road  system  in  the  Town  and  assure 
residents  of  the  district  electric  light  and  power.  We  are 
indebted  to  Mr.  Chase  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Coffin,  for 
their  cooperation  and  assistance. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  all 
other  Town  Officials  who  have  aided  the  board  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Town’s  business.

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SUPERVISOR  REPORT 

In  submitting  my  report  as  Supervisor  for  the  year  1945, 
it  is  my  desire  to  submit  certain  facts  which  I believe  will  be 
of  interest  to  the  taxpayers. 

While  the  case  load  for  the  year  has  remained  the  same, 
or  nearly  so,  as  of  the  first  of  January,  with  the  exception  of 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  where  there  has  been  a decrease 
of  one  case. 

The  expenditure  for  Old  Age  Assistance  for  the  year 
1945  has  been  $16,532.83,  a decrease  of  $877.71  over  1944. 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  has  increased  by  $365.61  over  1944, 
the  reason  being  that  three  cases  were  taken  care  of  for  the 
first  three  months  of  the  year.  Aid  in  Public  Welfare  has  re- 
mained the  same  as  in  1944. 

Relative  to  administration  costs  in  all  three  catagories, 
the  total  cost  has  been  $610.41  as  compared  with  $913.39  in 
1944,  a decrease  of  $302.98.  We  recommend  a total  of  $405.00 
for  administration  for  the  three  catagories  for  the  year  of 
1946. 

We  request  no  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  Public 
Welfare  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  at  this  time  but  it 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  Old  Age  Assistance  appro- 
priation and  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $11,500.00. 
We  may  be  able  to  revise  this  figure  somewhat  at  the  Town 
Meeting.  This  increase  is  necessary  as  Chapter  683,  Acts  of 
1945  greatly  increases  exemptions  of  legally  liable  relatives 
and  we  expect  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  during  1946. 
This  expected  increase  will  be  explained  to  the  voters  at  the 
Town’s  Business  Meeting. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  and  assistance  you  as  members  of  the  Board  have 
given  me,  to  the  Town  Treasurer  who  is  willing  at  all  times 
to  assist  and  cooperate,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  Miss  Ber- 
nice Andrews,  to  the  staff  of  District  Office  No.  6 and  Mrs. 
Catherine  Burns,  the  Area  Visitor,  whose  cooperation  and  as- 
sistance has  been  of  great  value  in  carrying  out  the  affairs  of 
this  department.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Albert  Bindon,  Chairman: 

I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  general 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from  Decem- 
ber 12,  1943,  to  May  26,  1945,  and  of  the  collector’s  accounts 
for  the  period  from  April  16,  1944,  to  May  26,  1945,  as  well 
as  the  installation  of  an  accounting  system,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Mr.  Theodore  N.  Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an 
audit  of  the  general  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the 
period  from  December  12,  1943,  and  of  the  collector’s  accounts 
for  the  period  from  April  16,  1944,  the  dates  of  the  previous 
audits,  to  May  26,  1945,  and  in  addition  have  installed  a sys- 
tem of  accounts  as  petitioned  for  by  a vote  of  the  town  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  appropriations  voted  by  the  town  were  listed,  the 
charges  against  appropriations  were  checked,  general  ledger 
accounts  were  compiled,  and  a balance  sheet,  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  May  26,  1945,  was  pre- 
pared and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  an- 
alyzed and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  several  depart- 
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merits  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the  selectmen’s 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  added  throughout  for  the  period 
covered  by  the  audit,  and  the  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  May 
26,  1945,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances 
with  statements  received  from  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  actual 
count  of  the  cash  in  the  office,  and  by  examination  of  the 
savings  bank  book, 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment  of 
the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved 
and  the  amounts  tranferred  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  recorded  payment  on  account  of  maturing  debt  was 
checked  with  the  amount  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled 
note  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred  from  the  tax  levies  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  the  reported  redemptions 
were  checked,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  proved, 
and  compared  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding 
at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  and  all  subsequent 
commitment  lists,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  asses- 
sors’ warrants  for  their  collection. 

The  collector’s  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to 
the  town  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  assessors’ 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  public  welfare 
department  and  the  old  age  assistance  bureau  were  examined. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  compard  with  the  treasurer’s  cash 
book  and  the  outstanding  accounts  Were  listed  and  proved. 

1 he  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  and  departmental  ac- 
counts were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
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town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  would  appear  that  the 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select” 
men,  the  town  clerk,  and  the  police  department  were  examined 
and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur- 
nish them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  available 
records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money  for  the  town 
were  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

The  books  and  accounts  under  the  new  system  of  account- 
ing were  opened  as  of  January  1,  1945.  A list  of  the  books 
and  forms  furnished  for  the  town,  together  with  a brief 
description  of  their  use  and  certain  general  instructions  rela- 
tive to  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  follows:  Journal,  ledger, 
and  classification  book  for  accounting  officer;  cash  book  for 
treasurer;  schedules  of  departmental  bills  payable;  treasury 
warrants ; schedules  of  collector’s  and  departmental  payments 
to  treasurer ; schedules  of  tax  abatements  allowed  and  of  motor 
vehicle  excise  tax  abatements ; voucher  folders ; general  and 
school  department  pay-rolls ; monthly  statements ; and  sche- 
dules of  bills  receivable. 

All  of  these  books  and  form  are  arranged  so  as  to  simpli- 
fy the  reporting  and  making  possible  a proper  check  on  the  ac- 
counting of  public  moneys ; also  to  insure  a classification  of 
both  receipts  and  payments.  All  moneys  received  from  every 
source  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  are  also  recorded  in  detail 
which  will  furnish  an  absolute'  check  on  the  total. 

The  journal,  together  with  the  cash  book,  forms  the 
medium  from  which  all  entries  in  the  general  ledger  are 
posted,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  no  entry  shall  be 
originated  in  the  ledger.  The  journal  is  used  for  keeping  a 
record  of  debits  and  credits  such  as  opening  entries,  budget 
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appropriation  items,  the  entering  of  tax  abatements,  tax 
commitments,  accounts  receivable,  and  all  entries  which  are 
mt  strictly  cash  book  transactions, 

The  ledger  is  of  the  loose-leaf  type;  when  the  several 
sheets  arc  properly  arranged  and  placed  in  the  binder  pro- 
vided,  they  form  the  general  ledger,  in  which  are  recorded,  in 
controlling  accounts,  all  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
town.  The  accounts  are  grouped  in  sections : Assets  and  liabil- 
ities; Revenue  accounts;  Appropriation  accounts;  Funded  or 
fixed  debt ; and  Trust  and  investment  funds.  From  the  ledger, 
information  relative  to  the  conditions  of  the  several  appropria- 
tions may  be  obtained  readily  and  the  administrative  officers 
may  keep  constantly  informed  of  the  amounts  expended  and 
of  the  amounts  available  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  This 
information  is  very  necessary  in  view  of  the  statute  which  ex- 
pressly forbids  the  incurring  of  liabilities  in  excess  of  the 
appropriations  made  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments ; 
unless  the  work  is  well  planned,  it  will  be  found  that  the  ap- 
propriations will  be  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  classification  book  consists  of  loose-leaf  forms  with 
printed  headings  covering  the  chief  sources  from  which 
revenue  is  received  and  the  objects  for  which  money  is  ex- 
pended, arranged  in  functional  order  and  placed  in  a binder 
provided  for  the  purpose,  thus  forming  the  principal  source 
of  detailed  information  regarding  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  town.  This  book  is  designed  to  bring  the  costs 
of  each  particular  function  or  service  together,  so  that  by 
knowing  the  costs  and  intelligently  comparing  them  with  the 
service  given,  the  taxpayer  may  judge  of  the  efficiency  or  in- 
efficiency of  the  administrative  officers. 

On  the  schedules  of  bills  payable,  each  department  lists 
all  bills  approved  for  payment,  and  forwards  them,  accom- 
panied by  the  original  bills,  to  the  accounting  officer.  From 
these  the  treasury  warrants  are  prepared. 

On  the  treasury  warrants  are  listed  the  bills  of  the 
several  departments,  and  are  submitted  to  the  selectmen,  to- 
gether with  the  bills,  for  their  approval ; the  bills  first  having 
been  checked  by  the  accounting  officer  and  compared  with 
the  several  appropriation  accounts  to  which  they  are  charge- 
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able.  The  selectmen  having  signed  the  warrant,  it  is  passed 
to  the  treasurer  as  his  authority  for  payment. 

Schedules  of  collector’s  payments  and  departmental  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  are  especially  designed  forms  for  the 
reporting  of  payments,  enabling  the  accounting  officer  to 
classify  properly  the  receipts. 

Schedules  of  tax  abatements  allowed  and  motor  vehicle 
excise  tax  abatements  are  for  the  use  of  the  assessors  in  re- 
porting abatements  to  the  accounting  officer  so  that  the  ledger 
will  show  in  the  collector’s  accounts  the  exact  amount  of  out- 
standing taxes. 

Voucher  folders  are  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniform- 
ity in  the  filing  of  bills. 

General  and  school  department  pay-rolls  are  designed  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity  in  the  pay-rolls  of  all  de- 
partments. 

Monthly  statements  are  used  by  the  accounting  officer  in 
notifying  each  department  of  the  warrants  drawn  against  its 
appropriation  and  the  balance  subject  to  draft. 

The  schedules  of  bills  receivable  are  sheets  for  the  use 
of  all  departments  in  listing  all  bills  due  the  town  for  services 
rendered  and  materials  furnished,  and  are  forwarded  to  the 
accounting  officer  for  the  proper  entries  and  commitment  for 
collection. 

Some  of  the  accounts  set  up  are:  Revenue;  Estimated 
Receipts;  Taxes,  both  poll  and  property;  Public  Welfare 
Dept.  Accounts  Receivable ; Overlay  accounts ; Overlay  Re- 
serve Fund  (surplus);  Revenue  Loans;  Departmental 
Revenue;  Trust  and  Investment  Funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  the  several  town  of- 
ficials during  the  progress  of  the  audit  and  the  installation  of 
the  system,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
to  express  appreciation.

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  that  I announce  the  two 
strides  forward  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the  town  which  took 
place  in  1945.  First  is  the  installation  of  the  state  system  of 
accounts,  which  I believe  has  now  been  installed  in  about  300 
of  the  351  cities  and  towns  in  the  state.  Most  of  the  details 
of  this  system  are  given  in  the  state  audit  report  which  appears 
in  this  town  report.  Full  benefits  of  this  system  can  be 
obtained  by  a complete  understanding  of  it  by  all  departments 
in  the  town,  which  takes  time  until  we  all  gain  experience  in 
it.  Briefly,  behefits  to  be  obtained  are  (1)  a complete 
knowledge  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  at  any  time, 
(2)  complete  information  as  to  the  standing  of  appropriations 
by  department  heads  at  all  times,  (3)  standard  forms  in  use 
throughout  the  state,  (4)  uniform  accounting  resulting  in 
lowering  costs  of  audits. 

The  second  step  forward  is  the  laying  aside  of  surplus,  to 
be  used  in  times  of  emergency  or  depression.  This  was  in 
the  form  of  the  setting  up  of  a so-called  "Post-war  Rehabilita- 
tion Fund”  by  the  purchase  of  war  bonds.  The  money  used 
in  the  purchase  of  these  bonds  was  taken  from  surplus  revenue 
in  the  treasury,  thereby  not  affecting  the  tax  rate.  To  keep 
the  town  in  a sound  financial  condition  in  the  years  to  come, 
it  would  be  wise  to  lay  aside  a certain  amount  each  year  for 
future  use,  as  permitted  by  act  of  the  state  legislature,  thus 
stabilizing  the  tax  rate  in  years  of  depressions.  To  act  other- 
wise is  to  be  "penny  wise  and  pound  foolish.”  A complete 
system  of  surfaced  highways ; full  electrification  of  the  town, 
including  street  lighting ; a water  system ; an  adequate  fire 
department ; a town  office  building ; all  perhaps  controversial 
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issues  at  present — do  they  lie  in  the  future?  Dreams,  per- 
haps ; and  dreams  they  will  remain,  unless  adequate  planning 
is  undertaken,  and  full  advantage  taken  of  our  resources.  A 
building  boom,  we  hope,  lies  ahead ; let  us  take  steps  to  make 
our  town  of  Berkley  as  attractive  as  possible  to  seekers  of 
home  sites ; yes,  and  to  industry  also. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a statement  of  cemetery  per- 
petual care  trust  funds,  and  a balance  sheet  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  as  of  Dec.  31,  1945.

5.  Comment. 

Outstanding  uncollected  taxes  at  the  end  of  1945,  as 
listed  above,  amount  to  $11,598.55.  This  amount  compares, 
unfavorably,  with  the  total  of  $10,149.47  uncollected  at  the 
end  of  1944.  Despite  the  continued  effort  to  collect  taxes  with- 
out recourse  to  the  services  of  a deputy  collector,  unpaid  taxes 
in  one  year  have  increased  by  nearly  $1,500.00.  Collecting 
taxes  is  of  course  more  or  less  a thankless  task,  but  most 
people  realize  that  their  collection  is  necessary,  and  that  the 
collector  is  bonded,  as  required  by  law,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  which  means  that  action  may  be  taken 
on  his  bond  should  he  fail  to  collect  taxes  within  a reasonable 
length  of  time. 
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Many  taxpayers  lack  knowledge  of  the  process  of  levy- 
ing and  collecting  taxes,  which  is  controlled  by  state  laws. 
Perhaps  the  easiest  thing  to  say  in  this  connection  is — READ 
YOUR  TAX  BILLS.  The  instructions  given  on  the  bills  are 
for  your  own  protection,  and  if  followed  will  help  avoid  dif- 
ficulty. Pay  the  bills  promptly  and  within  the  time  stated  on 
them  if  possible.  If  the  full  amount  of  the  bill  cannot  be  paid 
at  once,  make  partial  payments  to  cut  down  the  interest  pay- 
able. Make  checks,  money  orders,  postal  notes,  etc.,  payable  to 
the  order  of  "Town  of  Berkley”  and  not  to  the  order  of  the 
person  who  happens  to  be  the  collector,  but  address  the 
envelope  to  the  collector.  If  payment  is  made  by  mail,  please 
enclose  your  tax  bill  and  a return  envelope  so  that  receipt  may 
be  sent  promptly.  If  any  information  is  desired  about  the  tax, 
inquire  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  who  have  all  the  informa- 
tion. Any  application  for  abatement  must  be  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Assessors  within  the  time  limit  stated  on  the  bill. 
All  these  instructions,  in  perhaps  a little  different  wording,  are 
printed  on  the  tax  bills.  If  you  wish  to  pay  the  bill  in  person, 
office  hours  are  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  from  7 to  9; 
if  these  hours  are  inconvenient,  a phone  call  can  arrange  a 
different  time.  New  forms  of  real  estate  tax  bills  are  to  be 
used  in  1946,  and  to  help  in  getting  these  printed  early  in 
each  year,  the  State  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tion has  recommended  that  all  collectors  of  taxes  be  elected 
for  three  years,  and  I believe  that  an  article  to  see  what  the 
townspeople  wish  to  do  in  this  matter  is  to  be  inserted  in  the 
warrant  for  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1946. 

The  salary  of  the  collector  for  1945  was  set  at  $500.00  for 
the  year,  and  I recommend  that  it  be  the  same  for  1946.  The 
expenses  of  the  collector,  as  itemized  in  the  treasurer’s  report, 
totalled  $202.48;  the  appropriation  was  $275.00.  For  1946  aa 
appropriation  of  $380.00  is  being  asked  for,  $100.00  of  which 
is  for  new  filing  equipment  which  has  been  impossible  to 
obtain  during  the  past  few  years. 

I deeply  appreciate  the  friendly  courtesy  shown  to  me  by 
the  taxpayers  of  the  town  during  1945.

AMENDMENT  TO  BY-LAWS 

At  a town  meeting  held  July  10,  it  was  unanimously  voted 
to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  business  town  meet- 
ing from  the  first  Saturday  in  March  at  2 P.  M.  to  the  first 
Monday  in  March  at  seven-thirty  P.  M.  Section  3 of  Article 
1 of  the  By-laws  was  amended  at  that  meeting,  and  now  reads : 

Section  3.  The  annual  Business  Town  Meeting  shall  be 
held -on  the  first  Monday  of  March  at  seven-thirty  o’clock, 
P.  M. 


BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS 

The  decennial  state  census  taken  in  the  town  by  the  Board 
of  Registrars  shows  a population  of  1,182  as  of  January  1, 
1945.  This  is  an  increase  of  52  from  the  1,130  persons  living 
in  the  town  according  to  the  Federal  Census  of  1940. 

The  annual  listing  of  persons  20  years  of  age  or  over, 
as  made  by  the  Board  of  Registrars,  lists  406  males  and  371 
females,  a total  of  777. 

As  of  Jan.  1,  1945,  there  were  568  names  on  the  voting 
list.  In  1945,  21  names  were  added,  and  27  names  removed, 
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leaving  a total  of  562  as  of  Dec.  31,  1945,  divided  into  292 
males  and  270  females.

FINAL  REPORT  ON  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

The  total  cost  to  the  Town  of  Berkley  from  its  appro- 
priations in  connection  with  Civilian  Defence,  from  its  start 
in  1941  until  its  finish  in  early  1945  was  $684.75;  on  the  basis 
of  population,  about  60c  per  person. 

Now  that  we  can  look  back  placidly  upon  the  active  war- 
time period,  and  can  realize  that  all  the  money  spent,  all  the 
work  of  the  volunteers,  all  the  willingness  to  sacrifice  time, 
effort,  and  personal  convenience  without  compensation  seems 
now  to  have  been  unnecessary,  the  easiest  thing  to  say  is  that 
it  was  all  wasted.  The  emergency  for  which  the  volunteers 
trained  has  never  arisen;  the  organization  has  never  been 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  be!  proven  in  the  hard  school  of 
actual  experience.  It  is  hard  for  us  at  home  to  realize  what  we 
missed;  but  our  returning  service  men  and  women  who  saw 
blasted  homes  and  schools  and  churches,  who  saw  orphaned 
children  and  maimed  and  helpless  victims,  can  testify  that  the 
horrors  of  war  were  brought  home  to  innocent  civilians  in  far 
greater  measure  than  ever  before. 

But  I do  not  believe  that  all  was  wasted.  The  majority  of 
the  people  here  at  home  turned  out  when  they  seemed  needed 
they  took  part  in  tests  and  blackouts ; they  patrolled  high- 
ways ; they  studied  first  aid,  and  incendiary  bombs ; they  sat 
silently  in  the  report  center  waiting  for  the  call  that  never 
came;  all  without  compensation.  Surely  the  fact  that  these 
people  were  willing  to  serve  is  worth  something;  surely  the 
spirit  of  the  volunteers  in  their  co-operative  effort  is  not  a 
thing  to  be  ridiculed.  In  the  dark  days  of  the  war,  when  the 
enemy  stood  at  the  English  Channel,  and  hammered  at  the 
gates  of  Stalingrad,  and  had  swallowed  up,  in  the  Pacific  also, 
territories  far  beyond  his  shores,  then  most  of  us,  down  deep 
in  our  hearts,  were  fearful  of  the  outcome ; and  in  spite  of  the 
conflicting  instructions,  and  the  jumbled  viewsand  authorities, 
and  the  disappointments,  and  the  derision  and  ridicule,  tried 
to  help  in  Civilian  Defense.  Praise  God  that  we  can  now  sit 
snugly  around  our  firesides  and  point  out  our  errors.  Thank 
Heaven  we  are  able  to  do  so. 

I humbly  express  thanks  to  all  who  served  in  any  way.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

Dec.  29,  1945 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Berkley, 

Gentlemen : 

As  Chief  of  Police  I submit  this  report  for  the  period 
from  March  15th  to  December  31st.  While  a complete  report 
of  all  our  activities  cannot  be  given  publicly  a summary1  will 
give  you  an  idea  of  the  extent  of  our  work.

In  addition  to  local  work  we  have  assisted  Mr.  Tinkham  of 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles’  office  on  two  occasions 
furnishing  him  with  13  man  hours.  We  were  out  on  Patrol 
Work  3 nights : July  3rd  and  4th,  Victory  Day  and  Halloween. 

After  receiving  a number  of  complaints  relative  to  the 
speeding  of  cars  to  the  Dog  Tracks  over  our  roads  by  out  of 
Town  drivers  I called  upon  the  Managers  of  the  Dog  Tracks 
and  asked  for  financial  aid  in  placing  Traffic  Officers  at  needed 
intersections  with  the  result  of  a reinbursement  to  the  Town 
of  $280.  The  cost  to  the  Town  was  $30.  I am  proud  of  the 
job  these  officers  did  during  the  Dog  Racing  period  as  speed- 
ing was  eliminated  at  the  corners  and  local  traffic  was  taken 
care  of.  Not  one  accident  occurred  during  the  hours  the 
officers  were  on  duty.  While  our  financial  report  shows  that 
our  total  appropriation  for  the  year  to  be  $500.,  $280.  of  this 
amount  was  returned  to  the  Town  Treasury  from  the  Dog 
Tracks  making  our  net  cost  to  the  Town  $220.  for  the  year. 
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Due  to  the  number  of  auto  accidents  at  Staples  corner  in 
Myricks  I asked  the  State  Dep’t  of  Public  Works  for  assist- 
ance in  remedying  the  situation.  After  a survey  by  one  of 
their  engineers,  trees  were  removed  on  the  State  Highway  and 
Stop  Signs  were  placed  at  both  corners  on  Myricks  Street  by 
the  State  Department.  They  have  recommended  that  we  place 
two  new  Cross  Road  signs  on  Myricks  Street  and  the  placing 
of  a Street  light  at  the  corner.  The  signs  have  been  purchased 
and  will  be  erected  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  I hope  we  will 
be  able  to  install  the  light  this  year  for  I feel  that  it  is  much 
needed  to  carry  out  our  prevention  program.  I feel  that  our 
responsibility  is  just  as  big  in  the  prevention  of  accidents  as 
in  the  enforcement  of  Traffic  Laws. 

The  Stop  Signs  were  placed  at  the  corners  primarily  for 
the  protection  of  cross  road  traffic  entering  the  State  Highway 
and  I hope  our  Townspeople  will  co-operate  with  us  in  our 
efforts  to  remedy  the  traffic  problem  we  have  at  this  corner. 

I have  enjoyed  serving  you  as  Chief  of  Police  and  I hope 
that  I have  retained  the  confidence  of  my  appointment.  I 
wish  to  thank  you  for  your  assistance  and  advice  in  matters 
I have  presented  to  you  for  consideration.  Also  my  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Constables  who  have  co-operated  with  me  in  carry- 
ing out  the  work  of  the  department  and  to  Mr.  Andrews  for 
his  willingness  at  all  times  to  give  advice  and  his  personal 
interest  he  has  given  to  the  department.

The  following  report  on  the  Berkley  War  Price  & Ration- 
ing Board  is  submitted  as  a resume  of  the  organization  and 
work  of  Board  No.  65  from  the  beginning  of  rationing  in 
December,  1941  to  the  closing  of  the  Board,  September  30, 
1945. 


The  Jap  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor,  December  7,  1941  started 
a cut-back  in  available  civilian  supplies  of  many  commodities. 
During  December,  1941,  all  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts 
were  requested  to  organize  a Board  to  handle  such  items  as  it 
might  be  necessary  to  ration. 

The  original  Board  members  appointed  were  Mr.  Francis 
Andrews,  Chairman,  Mr.  George  Turcott  and  Mr.  Richard  A. 
Perry.  On  February  third,  1942,  Mr.  Andrews  resigned  as  a 
member  and  chairman  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Perry  was  appointed 
chairman  to  replace  Mr.  Andrews  and  Mr.  Francis  E.  Fournier 
was  appointed  as  a third  member  to  the  Board.  The  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Turcott  on  April  16,  1942, 
was  filled  with  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  W.  Barrow  to  the 
Board.  This  Board  served,  without  change,  until  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Barrow  on  December  20,  1944.  Mr.  Richard 
Comerford  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  on  April  23,  1945 
and  continued  to  serve  as  a third  member. 

Mr.  Joseph  D.  Rose,  Mr.  William  B.  Mitchell  and  Mr. 
George  Stetson  were  the  members  of  a special  panel  sworn 
in  on  October  27,  1942,  to  serve  for  a 30  day  period  in  the 
beginning  of  the  Fuel  Oil  Rationing  Program. 

A Price  Panel  of  three  members  was  appointed  on  June 
15,  1943.  They  were  Mrs.  Lueila  A.  McCall,  Chairman,  Mr. 
Milton  Babbitt  and  Mr.  George  W.  Stetson. 

Mrs.  Frances  R.  Perry  served  from  July  21,  1942  until 
October  15,  1942  as  part-time  clerk  for  the  Board.  Upon  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Perry,  Miss  Constance  Ide  (now  Mrs. 
Vernon  West),  was  appointed  full-time  clerk  and  continued  to 
serve  until  May  31,  1943  when  she  resigned.  Miss  Hazel  W. 
Freeman  was  appointed  full-time  clerk  on  June  1,  1943  and 
served  for  the  duration  of  the  Board. 

The  Berkley  Board  held  weekly  meetings,  open  to  the 
townspeople,  every  Thursday  evening.  These  meetings  were 
held  in  the  Berkley  town  Hall  and  later  in  the  Ration  Office 
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which  was  opened  in  the  basement  of  the  Berkley  Public 
Library  in  Nov.,  1942. 

During-  initial  registration  and  distribution  in  some  of  the 
larger  programs,  the  public  school  department  gave  their 
services.  The  issuances  of  Ration  Books  I,  II,  and  IV  were 
handled  in  this  way. 

A list  of  the  various  commodities  rationed  during  the 
war  and  the  dates  on  which  they  were  added  to  the  ration 
program  is  included  as  being  of  interest  for  possible  future 
reference.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Entrance  Age: 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  follow- 
ing January  first.  There  will  be  no  exceptions  to  this  ruling. 
Registration  must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 

Birth  Certificates: 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  first  grade. 

Vaccination: 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information: 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  7 :10  A.  M. 
and  at  8 :20  A.  M.  from  radio  station  WEAN.  Parents  are 
urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advis- 
able. 

Transportation: 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are 
transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit. 
From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to 
some  of  these  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our 
buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater 
distance. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley:

I herewith  submit  mv  third  annual  renort  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the!  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  The  report 
of  the  School  Committee  is  incorporated  in  this  report. 

PERSONNEL 

During1  the  past  year  we  have  had  two  changes  in  our 
teaching  staff.  Miss  Genevieve  Harrington  who  taught  in 
Berkley  since  1939  resigned  to  accept  a teaching  position  in 
Fall  River.  Mrs.  Marion  Redford  of  Taunton,  who  graduated 
from  Bridgewater  State  Teachers’  College  and  who  had  ex- 
perience in  Raynham  and  Hyannis,  was  elected  to  teach  the 
first  grade.  Miss  Anne  Allen  who  also  was  first  elected  in 
Berkley  in  1939  resigned  to  teach  in  Fall  River.  Miss  Clemen- 
tine Magliano  of  Brockton,  a recent  graduate  of  Bridgewater, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  second  grade  vacancy. 

Because  of  the  inaccessibility  of  Berkley,  unless  one  has  a 
car,  and  because  of  the  absence  of  boarding  places  for  teachers, 
we  are  limited  in  our  selection  to  those  who  live  in  the  Taun- 
ton area.  At  the  present  time  four  of  our  teachers  are  from 
Taunton  and  one  is  from  Brockton.  Because  of  the  recent  in- 
crease in  the  maximum  salary  paid  to  teachers  in  Taunton,  we 
must  expect  that  those  from  that  city  will  stay  with  us  only 
until  their  services  are  called  for  there.  The  best  we  can  hope 
to  do  is  to  pay  a salary  high  enough  to  attract  teachers  to 
Berkley,  and  hope  that  we  can  keep  them  for  two  or  three 
years. 

We  can  definitely  look  forward  to  a teacher  shortage  for 
the  next  five  or  six  years  at  least.  Girls  who  graduate  from 
high  school  are  not  interested  in  investing  four  more  years  in 
an  education  in  a teacher  training  institution  when  they  can 
earn  as  much  or  more  than  a teacher  immediately.  Those  who 
are  particularly  desirous  of  furthering  their  education  prefer 
to  go  to  a liberal  arts  college,  a secretarial  school  or  in  study- 
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ing  to  be  a nurse.  Eventually,  because  of  an  extreme  shortage 
of  teachers,  salaries  will  rise  to  a point  where  students  will  be 
again  interested  in  becoming  teachers. 

Mr.  Chester  White  who  has  been  the  janitor  at  the  Berk- 
ley School  for  thirteen  years  has  resigned  because  of  ill  health. 
The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  regret  for  the  loss  of  the 
services  of  one  who  faithfully  carried  out  his  duties  for  such 
a long  period  of  time,  and  who  always  took  such  a keen  in- 
terest in  the  welfare  and  activities  of  the  boys  and  girls. 

ENROLLMENT 

Our  present  enrollment  of  149  in  the  Berkley  Grammar 
School  is  the  smallest  in  many  years.  Of  this  number,  12  are 
State  Wards  and  for  these  we  receive  at  the  present  time 
nothing  whatsoever  either  for  tuition  or  transportation.  The 
amounts  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare is  deducted  from  what  we  might  have  received  under 
Part  II. 

The  School  Committee  voted  last  June  to  admit  only  those 
State  Wards  who  have  a mental  retardation  of  less  than  three 
years.  This  action  makes  it  unnecessary  to  maintain  a special 
class  and  relieves  the  teachers  of  a serious  disciplinary  and 
educational  problem. 

BUILDING  REPAIRS 

The  replacement  of  the  front  doors  on  the  East  side  of 
the  school  and  of  several  of  the  windows  was  necessary  dur- 
ing the  summer.  Sections  of  the  copings  were  replaced  because 
of  a serious  crumbling  condition. 

A new  roofing  job  on  the  older  part  of  the  building  must 
be  done  this  year.  This  roof  has  been  patched  on  several 
occasions  but  is  now  in  such  a state  of  dis-repair  that  serious 
damage  will  be  done  within  the  building  if  the  project  is  de- 
layed longer. 

Our  classrooms  have  become  so  dirty  and  dingy  that  re- 
decorating should  be  done  whether  or  not  the  present  hot  air 
heating  equipment  is  replaced.  During  the  Christmas  vaca- 
tion, the  first  grade  room  walls  and  ceiling  were  washed  and 
painted  by  Mr.  Walter  Hamilton  who  is  substituting  as  janitor 
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for  Mr.  White.  An  experiment  in  using-  colors  other  than  buff 
and  brown  was  used,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  children 
and  teachers.  We  intend  to  re-decorate  the  other  classrooms 
as  soon  as  feasible. 

Our  lights  do  not  meet  the  minimum  standards  for  arti- 
ficial lighting  in  classrooms,  but  the  situation  will  be  improved 
somewhat  by  the  extra  reflection  of  light  provided  by  the 
proper  use  of  paint  in  re-decorating.  To  meet  the  minimum 
standards  of  fifteen  foot-candles  of  illumination  for  classroom 
lighting*,  it  is  advisable  to  replace  our  present  fixtures  with 
fluorescent  lights.  At  the  present  time  we  receive  an  average 
illumination  of  about  six  foot-candles.  Many  authorities 
recommend  a minimum  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  foot-candles. 

In  previous  reports  our  present  heating  system  has  been 
discussed  with  the  recommendation  that  a central  heating 
plant  be  installed  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  At  the  present 
time  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  is  heated  by  five  coal  fired 
hot  air  furnaces.  Some  of  these  will  need  replacing  before 
long,  because  they  are  worn  out.  Our  auditorium  which  is 
unheated  can  be  used  for  less  than  one-half  of  the  year.  The 
school  halls  and  basements  are  unheated  and  for  much  of  the 
year  are  damp  and  chilly  places.  A central  heating  plant 
would  not  only  provide  an  adequate  temperature  at  all  times, 
but  would  also  give  proper  ventilation  through  the  use  of 
uni  vents. 

ENTERING  AGE  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN 


In  September  the  School  Committee  voted  to  change  the 
minimum  entering  age  of  school  children.  Beginning  in 
September,  1946,  children  desiring  to  start  school  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  five  years  on  or  before  the  preceding 
January  first.  Very  few  communities  permit  children  to  enter 
their  schools  at  an  earlier  age  and  the  tendency  is  toward  a 
higher  entering  age.  For  many  years  there  has  been  a general 
agreement  among  psychologists  that  children  in  g'eneral  are 
not  physically,  emotionally  or  mentally  ready  to  learn  to  read 
before  the  ag'e  of  six  years  and  many  communities  have  set 
this  age  as  a requirement.  Our  minimum  of  five  years  and 
eight  months  should  be  considered  an  absolute  minimum. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  Berkley  School  Committee  has  endeavored  to  provide 
transportation  whenever  one  could  reasonably  expect  it.  It 
would  be  ideal  if  each  child  could  be  picked  up  at  his  door, 
but  such  a program  would  be  costly,  unfeasible  and  unneces- 
sary. From  time  to>  time  there  are  requests  to  change  our  bus 
routes,  to  change  bus  stops  and  to  have  the  busses  travel  on 
unaccepted  or  private  roads.  Each  case  must  be  settled  on  its 
merits  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  Committee  must  treat  all 
parents  in  the  same  manner.  To  provide  transportation  in  one 
particular  case  might  necessitate  an  extension  of  bus  service 
to  a dozen  or  more  who  might  be  in  a like  situation.  The 
Committee  endeavors  to  be  fair  to  all,  but  to  do  this  it  can 
make  no  exceptions  for  any  particular  individual.  At  the 
present  time  the  School  Department  is  supplying  much  more 
service  than  the  law  requires. 

In  October  provisions  were  made  whereby  transportation 
would  be  provided  for  those  high  school  students  who  might 
wish  to  stay  after  school  for  study  purposes,  sports,  individual 
help  or  for  any  other  activity  in  which  they  might  be  in- 
terested. This  service  which  is  available  on  Monday  and 
Wednesday  afternoons  makes  it  possible  for  any  pupil  in 
Berkley  to  avail  himself  of  after  school  opportunities  without 
having  to  walk  more  than  two  miles  to  his  home.  Most  of 
the  students  live  only  a short  distance  from  the  bus  route 
that  is  established  for  this  particular  trip. 

PUPIL  PROGRESS 

The  work  of  the  Berkley  students  who  attend  Dighton 
High  School  compares  very  favorably  with  that  of  the  stu- 
dents from  Dighton,  Freetown  and  Rehoboth,  and  would  in- 
dicate that  the  desirable  elementary  school  foundations  are 
being  laid  at  the  Berkley  Grammar  School.  Dighton  is  pleased 
to  have  the  Berkley  boys  and  girls  as  a part  of  the  Dighton 
High  School  student  body. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a teaching  staff  at  the  Berk- 
ley School  that  is  doing  an  excellent  job  of  teaching  the 
children  of  the  school.  The  shortage  of  teachers  has  not  yet 
affected  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  offered  but  as  we  lose 
those  instructors  we  have,  we  shall  be  unusually  fortunate  to 
be  able  to  replace  them  with  others  who  are  any  more  than 
just  satisfactory. 
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REIMBURSEMENTS 

A large  portion  of  the  cost  of  erlucation  in  Berkley  is 
borne  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  through  a re- 
imbursement plan,  the  factors  of  which  vary  from  time  to 
time,  and  over  which  we  have  no  control.  The  valuation  of  the 
Town  was  recently  increased  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  one 
million  dollars  and  thereby  our  high  school  tuition  reimburse- 
ment was  cut  substantially.  This  same  revaluation  affected  us 
on  a reimbursement  known  as  General  Fund  Part  II.  A study 
of  the  whole  reimbursement  plan  in  Massachusetts  is  being 
studied  by  the  State  Department  this  year  with  an  attempt  to 
eliminate  some  of  the  unfair  factors  involved.  In  the  mean- 
time Berkley  will  lose  considerable  by  the  reduction  in  moneys 
received  from  the  Commonwealth. 

CONCLUSION 

In  writing*  this  report  I have  endeavored  to  be  brief  and 
have  set  forth  only  that  information  that  is  of  special  interest 
and  that  will  serve  as  a record.  More  detailed  information  may 
be  secured  at  the  school  office  by  those  who  might  be  particu- 
larly interested.  In  spite  of  the  many  handicaps  under  which 
we  have  operated  during  these  war  years,  I feel  that  our 
school  has  very  definitely  improved.  We  must  continually 
endeavor  to  find  ways  and  means  of  improving  the  educational 
opportunities  of  the  children  of  Berkley. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  school  committee,  town 
officials  and  townspeople  for  their  excellent  spirit  and  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.

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MUSIC  SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT 

Superintendent  John  Rolfe, 

Berkley, 

Mass. 

Dear  Sir : 

I take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  on  the 
work  done  in  music  in  the  public  schools  of  Berkley. 

Grades  I an  II  learned  many  rote  songs.  These  consisted 
of  art  and  basic  songs  for  future  study  in  notation.  The 
children's  voices  were  tested  and  the  monotones  seated  where, 
during  the  singing  lesson,  they  would  receive  the  greatest 
help.  These  children  were  frequently  examined  and  many,  in 
a few  weeks,  were  able  to  use  their  singing  voice  and  carry  a 
tune.  Special  motion  songs  were  taught  and  occasionally  a 
simple  folk  dance  enjoyed.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  scale 
and  tonic  chord  skips  were  learned  from  blackboard  notation 
and  applied  to  book  study  songs. 

Grades  III  and  IV  drilled  on  note  reading,  tonal  skips, 
and  easy  theory.  The  four  upper  grades  studied  more  com- 
plicated rhythms,  two  and  three  part  choral  harmony  and  the 
difference  between  major  and  minor  modes. 

In  the  spring  the  school  presented  a Mother  Goose  Fan- 
tasia. This  performance  included  pratically  all  the  children 
and  gave  a fine  opportunity  to  demonstrate  to  the  town’s 
people  the  talent  and  ability  of  the  boys  and  girls.  In  Novem- 
ber another  entertainment  was  given  at  the  request  of  the 
school  committee.  This  was  more  of  a variety  type  and 
commemorated  Thanksgiving  and  Armistice  Day.  One  group 
sang  Columbia  the  Gem  of  the  Ocean  and  did  a flag  drill, 
ending  with  the  letter  V for  Vittory  in  their  final  positions. 
All  performing  units  came  together  for  the  singing  of  The 
Star  Spangled  Banner  and  then  marched  off  the  platform.  This 
type  of  work  offers  tremendous  advantages  in  that  it  encour- 
ages confidence  and  poise  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  It  gives 
them  a delightful  memory  to  carry  in  the  future  years.  Such 
entertainments,  however,  take  a great  deal  of  time.  Much 
planning  is  required  also  training  for  precision  in  action  and 
speech.  There  must  be  variety  in  order  to  avoid  monotonous 
repetition  and  there  must  be  costuming  in  order  to  please  the 
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eye.  All  take  much  time  from  the  regular  school  work.  The 
question  arises  is  the  result  commensurate  with  the  amount 
of  labor  involved  and  the  amount  of  school  time  necessary  for 
rehearsals.  I should  like  to  say  at  this  time  how  much  I have 
appreciated  the  friendly  cooperation  of  the  teachers  in  the 
system.  Their  spirit  of  willingness  to  help  is  a valuable  asset 
in  bringing  about  success. 

Some  of  the  money  from  the  entertainment  has  been  used 
in  purchasing  music  racks  and  orchestra  music.  While  the 
only  instruments  available  are  those  of  the  toy  orchestra, 
nevertheless  much  pleasure  has  been  derived  from  using  these 
and  the  classes  have  learned  considerable  in  the  reading  of 
the  orchestral  score. 

The  Supervisor  is  most  insistent  that  music  m the  schools 
is  for  every  boy  and  girl.  A child  who  cannot  carry  a tune  or 
does  not  have  a particularly  pleasing  voice  should  not  be 
isolated.  A beautiful  voice  is  not  acquired.  It  is  a gift  from 
God.  But  music  is  for  all  who  may  learn  to  enjoy  through 
participation  or  listening  and  no  one  should  be  deprived  of 
this  happiness.  Music  gives  happiness.  Happiness  is  a state 
of  mind.  It  is  highly  desirable  for  one’s  mental  and  physical 
condition.
